It is claimed by competent authority 
that more than nine-tenths of all ex- 
pectant mothers in the United Slates 
recive no adequate pre-natal care. 
Right here is where the value of the 
"Baby Week" campaign ought 
to 
prove itself.- The instructions giv- 
en by nurse and physicians at the 
mothers' meetings must have had the 
lendency of awakening a greater in- 
terest in such matters; 
they must 


fiave awakened 
the mothers to a 


realization of their opportunities for 
reducing the enormous death rate of 
babies. 


Meetings such as have been held 


during last week undoubtedly do a 
great deal of good. But they are not 
sufficient. Mothers' meetings ought 
to be of frequent occurence; instruc- 
tions regarding the physical 
safe- 


guarding of children ought to be 
more frequent than once a year. 
\\Tien the child has reached school 
age; when he has come to the lime 
when the law forces him to attend 
school, then he ought to be safe- 
guarded by frequent health inspec- 
tions. It is not fair, to say the least, 
to force a child to spend days and 
weeks in a room which has been 
contaminated by disease when the 
source of that disease can be easily 
found and cleared away by health 
inspection. This is the duty of the 
schoolboard.lt costs a litlle money, 
il is true, but "what shall it profit a 
child, if he gain al! knowledge and 
lose his health?"

FERTILIZER FOR THE GARDEN 


Most Satisfactory to Supply Liberal 


Quantities cf All Elements De- 


ficient In Soil. 


In a vegetable garden where so many 


plants are grown with such varying 
plant food requirement, it is entirely 
impracticable to attempt to compound 
fertilizer formulas suitable for the 
various groups of vegetables. It Is 
far more satisfactory to supply liberal 
quantities of all the fertilizing ele- 
ments deficient in the soil, in this way 
each plant will be suffci:ntly supplied 
with plant food for full development. 
saya- Bulletin 105 of the Georgia, sta- 
tion. 


Animal manures of almost any kind 


are good for enriching the garden soil. 
la fact, it Is quite diScult to main- 
tain the fertility of a soil so heavily 
cropped as a vegetable pardon unless 
there Is an available supply of animal 
manures of some kind. Horse stable 
manure Is tho most convenient to ap- 
ply; and It Is very excellent for a gar- 
den, provided there Is not too much 
coarse particles of bedding applied 
Just before the garden is to bo planted. 
'Winter Is a good time to apply ma- 
nure to the garden SOIL The manure 
should be hauled out and spread over 
all the garden area that Is not occu- 
pied with vegetables. Even then the 
manure cay be strewn along between 
the rows of vegetables acd allowed to 


oeoompose untn the vegetaoies ars 
taken off and the soil turned for an- 
other crop. There is little danger of 
applying too much stable manure to 
the garden soil. If the manure Is well 
decomposed, or If applied and plowed 
In a month or two before planting 
time. It may be used at the rate of 2» 
to 10 tons per acre with beneficial ef- 
fect to the crops grown.
